Archaeology in Scotland 


John Bendiks 


When asked what I do for a living I reply 
blandly that I’m a field archaeologist and people 
nearly always respond sincerely, though equally 
as blandly with ‘That’s interesting’. 

I can see that their perception of what I 
do is roughly as follows. I have a well-paid job 
directing minions at a leisurely excavation in 


some idyllic setting, sometimes discussing the - 
fascinating site and the mysteries it contains : 


whilst seated under a parasol sipping a martini. 
When I do deign to work I gently scrape away 
loose earth with a trowel which falls away like 
dry flour from ‘wonderful things’ such as Celtic 
burials or gold coins. After work I retire to the 
nearest five-star hotel where I bore my fellow 
guests with tales of my adventures that day. 

I usually leave people to carry on 


thinking this way as trying to tell them . 
differently is akin to telling children that Santa — 


Claus does not exist. The reality is often very, 
very different, however, so I feel it is my duty to 
inform anyone who is thinking of coming to 


study or work in archaeology in Scotland about a — 


Jew of the pitfalls. 

I am a field archaeologist who works in 
rescue archaeology. This means that the local 
authorities have finally realised that Scotland has 
a rich history (what a surprise!), and so 
developers and landowners must now employ 
archaeologists to excavate their land on any site 
that shows potential before any development 
commences. When we arrive on site we are 
therefore seen as the enemy. We are holding back 
the important work - and the developers have to 
pay for it! Concerned citizens (known as 
‘nutters’) also often object to us digging up 
‘their’ history and have been known to vandalise 
our equipment or even threaten us. } 

Costs must be kept down as we work in 
a highly competitive environment and so tenders 
for costs invariably only take account of the time 
taken to dig trenches and not to deal with any 
archaeology contained within them. When 
archaeology is found (as is often the case) we 
often have to barter for more time and money, 
which pleases the developers no end. 

Again to save money there are often 
only around four of us in a team (just like the 


S.A.S), working hard with picks and shovels or 
directing mechanical diggers. This takes 
considerable experience if any archaeology is not 
to be removed in a large toothed bucket, 
especially when it must be understood that 
archaeology in Scotland is often very enigmatic. 
The soil is usually very acidic and tends to 
destroys organic material much more quickly 
than in nice sunny countries. As a result of this 
what we are often left with are hazy shadows in 
the ground. These need time and consideration to 
interpret, and time is a commodity in short 
supply on site. . 

The biggest enemy related to time is the 
weather. I have been on digs in Scotland with 
foreign students who down tools and leave site at 
the first sight of rain appear. This is not 
practicable in Scotland. If we did not dig in the

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Tracing Multiple Blood Lines 
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i. you have roots in the 
American South, chances are 
_ there is at least a rumor, if not a 

definite tradition, of mixed blood 
somewhere in your family tree. 

Of the many factors that 
set the South apart from the rest 
of the country, one factor of 
particular importance to gene- 
alogists is the historical juxta- 
position of the three major eth- 
nic groups who occupied the 
land: Europeans, Africans, and 
Native Americans. While this 
last group lived in virtually all 
parts of North America and 
came in contact with the white 
man almost from the moment 
he first stepped ashore, only in 
the South do we find the close 
association and interaction of all 
three cultures on a numerically 
significant scale. For the fam- 
ily historian, this can create 
some difficult situations. 

For those of you curious 
about such matters, you first 
need to understand how these 
three groups engaged each 
other and how their relation- 
ships might have produced 
evidence you can now un- 
cover. I realize this may not be 
the kind of advice that every- 

_one wants to hear. If you have 
read previous “Toolkit” col- 
umns, you know this writer is 
not a fan of the much-used 
“shotgun” approach to gene- 
alogy—that is, the. strategy of 
quickly “cutting to the chase” 
by searching as many indexes 
and databases as possible in 
hopes of sooner or later hit- 
ting on a particular name of 
interest. Instead, I am a great 
believer in first developing an 
historically accurate frame of 
reference for the people you 
are pursuing. This has the dis- 
tinct advantage of narrowing 
your focus to the world in 
which your ancestors actually 
lived—the only world in which 
you can hope to find them. 

In the case of multi-racial 
bloodlines in the South, there 
are three possible combinations 
you might encounter as you 
work back in time: European 


and African-American, Euro- 
pean and Native-American, or 
African-American and Native- 
American. For Caucasians, 
much has been written about 
the first two combinations, 
particularly about white males 
who had children by female 
slaves or by Indian partners. 
Far less attention has been paid 
to the third possibility (non- 
Caucasian unions), even 
though it was not as uncom- 
mon as you might assume. For 
our purposes here, we are go- 
ing to discuss those people liv- 
ing today who have two things 
in common: (1) they are pre- 
dominantly white or black, and 
(2) they are looking for Native- 
American forebears in the 
South. Happily, if you fall 
within this group, there are two 

“tools” I can recommend to 


"assist you in your search. 


Let’s start with the white 
side of the equation. If your 
roots are primarily European 
but you believe you have an 
Indian link in a Southern state, 
you need to know about a book 
called Tracing Ancestors 
Among the Five Civilized 
Tribes—Southeastern Indians 
Prior To Removal by Rachal 
M. Lennon. This book falls 
squarely in the category of se- 
rious genealogy. That is, it goes 
to great lengths to give you the 

kind of historical background 
you will need to conduct re- 
search with some realistic 
chance of success in this very 
specialized area. 

You probably already 
know the five tribes in ques- 
tion—Chickasaw, Cherokee, 
Choctaw, Creek, and Seminole. 
You probably also know that 
the word “removal” in the 


~ book’s subtitle is a reference 


to the mass relocation of Na- 
tive Americans from their 
homelands in the South to ter- 
ritories west of the Mississippi 
River, beginning in the 1830s. 
But you probably don’t know 
how each tribe’s culture can 
(and should) affect how you 
conduct your inquiries. For 








example, Ms. Lennon cautions 
that the “Southeastern Indian’s 
concepts of kin, family, and 
relationships differed in signifi- 
cant ways from concepts of 
Judeo-Christian origins. 


Therein lie the roots of many - 


genealogical problems. Among 
the most fundamental are ones 
involving identification of clans 
and tribes, terms to describe 
relationships, and taboos that 
limit both oral and documen- 
tary sources.” 

Ms. Lennon makes the in- 
teresting assumption that you 
are probably looking for your 
“Grandma’s Grandma’ —that 
is, for a female Native Ameri- 
can who was born before the 
Civil War. If that’s the case, 
prepare yourself for a little 
shock. As Ms. Lennon explains: 

“Obviously, if Grandma’s 
Grandma appears repeatedly as 
a ‘white’ and ‘ordinary’ wife 
and mother in everyday 
records of the American past, 
the odds of her being full- 
blooded Indian are virtually nil. 

She was more likely at least 
two or three generations re- 
moved. If Grandma’s 
Grandma was indeed born in 
the mid-1800s, then the gene- 
alogist may need to extend the 
family line to the early 1800s, 
to the pre-Revolutionary pe- 
riod, or even to the 1600s, be- 
fore the full-blooded Indian is 
found. This would particularly 
be so among the Cherokee.” 
Ms. Lennon also points 
out that the person you are 
seeking might not be female. 
“While odds favor Indian fe- 
male-white male couples, the 
assumption of one begs 
trouble. Any number of in- 
stances can be documented in 
which white females married 
Indian males, usually within an 
Indian village. The Cherokee 
censuses of 1825 and 1828 
reveal that roughly 30 percent 
of all mixed marriages within 
the nation were those in which 
the wife was white and the 


* husband was Indian.” 


Tracing Ancestors Among 





the Five Civilized Tribes does 
not overlook the other scenario 
in which we are interested: the 
possibility that some of today’s 
African-Americans may also 
have Native-American blood. 
As the author notes, “Runaway 
slaves frequently sought ref- 
uge in Indian villages. Some 
were returned by the tribes, 
some were not. Some were 
enslaved by the Indians, oth- 
ers were allowed to remain as 
free, and some of the enslaved 
ones were ultimately manumit- 
ted by their red masters. Other 
blacks were introduced into 
the tribes by the Indian trad- 
ers, some as slaves, some as 
wives or concubines. Manu- 
mitted slaves and mulatto chil- 
dren of the traders were fre- 
quently absorbed into the 
tribes, particularly among the 
Creek and their ethnic kin, the 
Seminoles....” 

At the same time, Ms. 
Lennon says, “Black-Indian 
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Always wanted tok 
speak a bit of Caches 
Irish, or Welsh?

assimilation also occurred 
when isolated communities of 
free blacks or mulattoes 
merged with remnants of In- 
dian tribes. North Carolina’s 
Lumbees and Virginia’s 
Gingaskins, Nansemonds, and 
Nottaways illustrate just how 
deep into colonial history one 
may have to delve to identify 
the specific ethnic origins of 
multiracial families.” 

Ms. Lennon’s book points 
you to numerous kinds of in- 
formation for investigating In- 
dian lines in the South. Curi- 
ously enough, she concludes 
that the “greatest obstacle to 
pre-removal research has been 
not a dearth of records but the 
breadth of available re- 
sources.” This should come as 
especially good news to the 
many genealogists who feel

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Q: Please tell us how you came to love Burns 
you do. Where did it start? What keeps the fires 
burning after all these years? . 

A: Robert Burns was always part of my life for I 
was born only a few miles from his birthplace at 
Alloway, and my family have lived in that area for 
generations. A number of my ancestors are buried in 
Alloway’s auld haunted kirkyard, including one who 
was born in 1759, the same year as the Poet. My 
background was a farming one similar to that of 
Burns too, although I never longed to become a 
farmer. 
We took it for granted that Burns was ‘our’ poet, and 
learnt many of his poems off by heart from earliest 
schooldays. The words of even the very Scottish ones 
presented no problem because this was the language 
we spoke every day. It was a fire that, once lit, could 
never be quenched. Burns’ poems still stir something 
in me. 
Q: To use a quote on your book jacket, was Burns 
"not so much a conspicuous sinner as a man who 
sinned conspicuously"? 
A: Well, from the story I tell in The Tinder Heart, 
that cannot be denied. He was always open and frank 
in his direct approach to women, his relationships 
with them, and the way he accepted what resulted 
from his contact with them - whether a love child or a 
poem. I wish others were as honest as Robert Burns. 
Q: You state in the preface of the book that 
"biographers have followed the mores of their 
own day, rather than his, so that for two centuries 
his sex life has been denied, glossed over, or 
bowdlerized out of recognition..." to the point 
that "the real Robert Burns has been lost." Why 
is this? What is the real story? 
A: We all reflect the age we live in, it’s hard not to. 
But Burns was ill served by many of his biographers 
in the century after he died. Some tried to ‘cover up’ 
for him, others tried to make his life a sermon 
warning the rest of us to avoid his ‘wickednesses.’ 

Few set him against his own age or the community in 
which he lived. And when a writer like Catherine 
Carswell came along in the 1930s and tried to reveal 
the real Robert Burns, she was attacked on all sides 
by Burnsians - to such a degree that one major Burns 
publication actually refused to review her book. It is 

interesting that two of the biographies, which paved 

the path for modern lives of the Poet, were written by 
foreigners, one by a Frenchman, Auguste Angellier, 
and the other by a German, Hans Hecht. 

Q: Why do you think Dr. James Currie, Burns’ 

first major biographer, a staunch teetotaler, as 

well as a contemporary of Burns, perpetrated the

misguided legend that Burns was a drunkard and 
how could such a myth go unchallenged by those 
who knew him best? 

A: He tried to draw a veil over what he considered to 
be the Poet’s failings. He even destroyed a lot of 
material that would have been useful to future 
biographers. 

Q: You state "love was the most single element in 
Burns’ folk-song writing.” Many Burns authors 
seem to think that he had to be in love with 
someone, not just his Bonnie Jean, for his muse to 
inspire him to write the beautiful poems and songs 


he wrote. What is your response to that 
statement? 

A: Many topics and diverse people inspired his 
muse. First of all don’t let us lose sight of the fact 
that Robert Burns was more than a writer of songs. 
Much more. He wrote on the good things as well as 
the failings of the world around him. Just read 'The 
Two Dogs’ and see how he could reach to the heart of 
the landlord-tenant relationship. Or 'Holy Willie’s 
Prayer’ and appreciate the hypocrisy around him. Or 
‘To a Mouse’ and understand he was not writing a 
sentimental set of verses about a poor little mouse 
whose nest had been turned over by the plough. 'To a 
Mouse' was an anguished cry from his own troubled 
mind. I could go on, but won’t. Just read a few of his 
poems and you will! understand the man’s humanity. 
But the songs - that’s another stroke of genius. He 
could fashion a song to fit on old tune, a new tune, a 
traditional air, and the inspiration so often came from 
contact with another human being, often a lassie. 
Women, from his wife Jean Armour, to lovely 
Clarinda who was too far above him socially ever to 
become more than a correspondent, equally inspired 
great songs. ‘Ae Fond Kiss’ written to Clarinda 
stands alongside ‘Of a’ the airts the Wind can Blaw’ 
which Jean inspired. But in between there were 
dozens of other gems. Love inspired Burns the song- 


writer always. 

Q: Burns wrote Jacobite songs and verse. Was he 
a real Jacobite or did he just support the Stuart 
cause intellectually? 

A: Not really a Jacobite is my verdict. He talked 
about his ancestors who suffered for Prince Charlie’s 
Cause, and he wrote a number of Scottish songs with 
a Jacobite theme. He was impetuous and once 
scrawled a little verse on a windowpane at Stirling, 
that heartland of Scotland’s history. But it is 
interesting that he went back later and smashed the 
pane of glass. Burns’ Jacobitism was Scottishness, 
with a republican tinge. 

Q: I have always been intrigued by Burns’ 
"Scottishness". In an era when "every pressure 
was being put on people in all walks of life to 
repress their Scottishness and adopt English 
ways", why do you think Burns insisted on writing 
in the Scottish dialect? How much influence did 
his Scottishness have on him as poet and man? 
Would he have been the poet as we know him 
today without his self-evident Scottishness? 











A: Burns could write beautiful English as in lines 
like 

Pleasures are like Poppies spread: 

Your seize the flow'r, its bloom is shed... 
But the broad Scottish brogue of Ayrshire was his 
mother tongue, and he was more at home writing in 
it. That honest language helped to make him what he 
was - and is. 
Q: If you were given the task of completing his 
death certificate in today’s world, knowing what 
you do about Burns, which puts you in a very 
select category even though you are not qualified 
as a medical doctor, what would you list on his 
death certificate as the primary and secondary 
causes of his death? 
A: Illness brought on by overwork in his youth, the 
hard life of a farmer and exciseman. I certainly would 
not blame it on drink or women - both were freely 
indulged in Burns’ time, and few died of them. 
Q: Finally, thank you for writing this book. Is 
there anything you would like to say to the over 
70,000 subscribers to The Family Tree that we 
have not covered? 
A: I'll leave you with an interesting thought: it 
seems to me that Scots come in two varieties, those 
who cannot flourish outside Scotland and those who 
flourish only when they leave their homeland as so 
many American Scots did. Burns was one of the 
former; his fellow Ayrshireman, James Boswell, was 
the latter. The world is a richer place thanks to both 
of them, and we should be grateful to them. Here's to 
their immortal memory!

The Bureau of Land Management (BLM) has expanded 
the General Land Office Records web site at 
<www.glorecords.blm.gov>. Information is available on first 
purchases of land (patents) from all 30 public land states 
(those not included in the original 13 colonies and Texas and 
Hawaii: these are termed “State Land States”). 

There’s a searchable database and some images of origi- 
nal documents are available. When not available, you are 
told how to obtain them off line. My ancestors were not 
listed, so I searched for Larimer County pioneers and found 
listings for Auntie Stone, Harris Stratton and others. The 
Bureau plans to complete this phase of the project over the 
nest three years. 

It’s been a long time since I’ve done on-line research, 
and it’s amazing how things change. When I visited 
<www.rootsweb.com> I found information about counties 
where my Householder and Sherman ancestors lived that 
wasn’t there two years ago. 

So, if you haven’t found what your looking for, it may 
be worthwhile to revisit some of your previous sources. _

Hugh Douglas is a man with a pen who has 
a way with words as did Scott, Stevenson and Burns. 
Yes, in my book, he ranks with the best of them, and 
afier you have read his works, you will think so 
yourself! Like Burns, he was born in Ayrshire, and 
also like the poet, he is the son of a farmer. One will 
find family members of Hugh Douglas dating bagk to 
Bums’ time buried’ not far from the gravesite of 
William Burns, father of Scotland’s national bard, in 
the auld kirkyard.

News flash’ Publication of The 
Private Passions of Bonnie Prince Charlie is 
scheduled for 13 March 2003, and his best selling 
and critically acclaimed biography, Flora 
MacDonald: The Most Loyal Rebel, wili be out 17 
Apnil 2003. Jot these dates down and pop over to 
your favorite bookstore for copies. 

When you read The Tinder Heart, you will 
discover that the author’s great love is Burns. His 
other books on Burns only add fuel to that fire! The 
“over-full love life” of Burns which  preatly 
influenced his poetry is told by this author with grace 
and style! Among the I5 books Mr. Douglas has 
written are Robert Burns - A Life, Portrait of the 
Burns Country, and The Burns Supper Companion 
(on how to organize a Burns celebration). Douglas 
says that “songs and love are aspects of the Poet 
which touch us all. it has been fascinating to link his 
songs to the women he loved and his tinder heart was 
set alight easily.” 

His favorite? “That’s a hard question to 
answer, but I think | must go for the tender beauty of 
the song he wrote when he and Jean Armour, the 
woman he married and loved so dearly, were parted:

In addition to the books I review, I currently 
read two or three books a month from my collection 
on Bums. And, I can state without hesitation that 
Hugh Douglas has written one of the finest books on 
the Bard that I have ever read. One has to be careful 
what you recommend to your wife to read. Yet, The 


Tinder Heart which deals with the total Burns - his 
life, his poems and his songs ~ was recommended by 
me to her. It is that good! This is the easiest book 
review | have ever written because the work of the 
author is so good. In fact, his research is excellent. 
One day I hope to sit with Hugh Douglas for 
a cup of coffee, a meal or a wee dram, maybe all 
three, and it will be my honor to pick up that tab. I 
am not casily impressed, but I deeply respect his

Considering a reunion? 
Now’s the time of year to make 
. your decision because time’s a’ 

wasting for next summer. If 
you do decide, here’s a bit about 
the company your keep. 

Reunions magazine re- 
cently completed a survey of 
family reunion organizers con- 
ducted with the Hotel, Restau- 
rant and Tourism Management 
Department at East 
Stroudsburg University in 
Pennsylvania. The survey fo- 
cused on practical reunion or- 
ganizing matters. These are 
some of the findings. 

* Family reunions are large. 
Seventy three percent (73%) 

host 50 or more attendees, 
35% have over 100, and 6% 
percent include over 200. 

* Family reunions are fre- 
quent. Almost half meet each 
year, while one-third gather 
every two years. 

* Most reunions last a few 
days: 74% (+7%) last up to 
two days. However, 19% last 
from three to five days, and 
7% last six or more. The aver- 
age amount spent per person 
by 54% is over $200. How- 
ever, many reunions spend 
much more: 19% reported per 
person expenditures of over 
$400. 

* Many planned their next 
reunion at a relative’s home, 
but 64% plan to use hotel, re- 
sort or similar accommoda- 
tions. When asked to name the 
most important factors in se- 
lecting a reunion site;the most 
frequent responses were: rea- 
sonable travel time, cost and 
location. 

* The amenities that pro- 
vide maximum adult and kid 
interaction (together and apart) 
are vital to one respondent. 
Shifting locales is a common

* Most frequent reunion 
events mentioned were enter- 
tainment and worship. Local 
attractions, sports and special 
family ceremonies also were 
cited as common activities. 
Many reunions said they pro- 
vide their own entertainment; 
contests, talent shows and 
games are the most popular. 
Other reunions mentioned vis- 
iting theme parks, sporting 
events or using options pro- 
vided by the reunion site.

a remarkable discovery. They 
found that there were burial 
sites across Britain where the 
skeletons were completely of 
one ethnic group, such as Celtic 
burial sites on islands along the 
Scottish northwest coast, and 
pre-Celtic burial sites in south- 
ern England. Results from stud- 
ies of those burial sites showed 
that to a 95 probability Celtic 
remains had a big toe the same 
length as, or shorter than, the 
next toe, while pre-Celtic re- 
mains had a big toe longer than 
the one next to it. That study 
was expanded to cover burial 
sites in other parts of Europe 
and Asia, with the same results. 
Because the so-called Celtic toe 
can disappear after many gen- 
erations of intermarriage, it is 
not a necessary condition to 
having a Celtic ancestor, but it 
is a sufficient one: if a person 
has the Celtic toe, he or she is 
almost certain to be of Celtic 
descent. 

That discovery should 
allow amuch better mapping of 
the extent of Celtic settlement 
across Europe. The Celtic toe 
has been found in abundance in 
southern and central Germany 
and across western and central 
Scandinavia. Ithas been found 
in present-day descendants or 


the Dutch Boers who settled in 
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South Africa over a hundred 
years ago; the only source of 
that gene is from the Celtic 
Dutch of two thousand years 
ago. It could be used to map the 
Scottish migration route from 
the central Atlantic down 


' through the Carolinas and into 


Georgia in the 1700s, 
ARose by Any Other Name... 

The part that the Celts 
played in shaping European 
civilization has slowly evoived 
during the past few decades, 
from a time when the Celtic 
people were not even men- 
tioned in school textbooks on 
European history. That role pro- 
vokes increasing wonder bit 
little controversy. 

Such is not the case on 
one feature of the Celis, how- 
ever. There has arisen an in- 
creasingly fractious dispute 
over how to pronounce the 
name of the people: is it “selt- 
Celt” or “kelt-Celt”? It is im- 
portant to understand that no 
one is around who heard the 
word pronounced by the people 
who called themseives Celts, 
some two thousand or so years 
ago. In the virtual absence ofa 
written record left by the Celts 
themselves, etymologists have 
torely on clues left in languages 
for which we have some 
knowledge of how words and 
letters were pronounced. 
Present-day authorities are di- 
vided; for example, Webster’s 
Seventh New Collegiate Dic- 
tionary prefers “selt-Celt,” 
while the American Heritage 
Dictionary prefers “kelt-Celt”. 

For the word “Celt”, 
there are two solid clues, mu- 
tually contradictory. The Greeks 
transliterated the word into 
“kelto1” (here I use Roman let- 
ters instead of Greek, for clar- 
ity). That might lead us to the 
conclusion that the Celts called 
themselves “Kelts.” But the 
Greeks used the letter “k” to 
transliterate both the sibilant “s” 
sound and the plosive “k” 
sound, so the word “keltoi” is 
not conclusive. 

In Latin, the word is writ- 
ten “celtoi” or “celtai.” If that 
word was derived directly from 
the Celtic people’s pronuncia- 
tion, it would indicate that the 
correct pronunciation is “selt- 

ie Fu ) EN TOY 


Celt”. But there is some indi- 
cation that it was derived from 
the Greek word “keltoi,” leav- 
ing us with little to go on, as it 
was common to convert Greek 
“k” sounds (plosive) into Latin 
“c” sounds (sibilant). Hence, 
the Greek “kentrum” became 
Latin “centrum,” from which 
we get the English word “cen- 
ter”. This is a common devel- 
opment; the Latin “caesar” was 
converted in German into “kai- 
set” (plosive), but into “czar” 
in Russian, retaining the Latin 
sibilant sound. 
Unfortunately, primitive 
Celtic language differentiated 
into several branches many cen- 
turies ago, and the word “Celt” 
in today’s Gaelic (for example) 
is a late back-transformation 
from a different language, prob- 
ably English. No other Euro- 
pean language gives much help. 
So we are left with the contra- 
dictory clues, the Greek 
“keltoi” and the Latin “celtai.” 
Which is correct - “selt- 
Celt” or ““kelt-Celt”? There are 
two questions here - first, what 
did the people call themselves 
in, say, 500 BC? Second, how 
should the word be pronounced 
in modem English? 

To the first question, 
there is no solid answer, and 
probably never will be. Evi- 
dence slightly favors “selt- 
Celt,” but it is by no means con- 
clusive. To the second question, 
we refer to the rules of pronun- 
ciation for our language, one of 
which is, “c” before “e” is al- 
ways sibilant, except for a very 
few foreign words used in En- 
glish (such as the Italian word 
“cello”, with the sound “ch”). 
That is true regardless of the 
earliest origin of the root word 
- such as the Greek “kentrum” 
evolving into Latin “centrum” 
and thence into English “cen- 
ter.” The plosive “kelt” heard 
with increasing frequency today 
may be a good guess on the 
original people’s pronuncia- 
tion, but it is bad English. 

The evolution of the 
“kelt-Celt” pronunciation is re- 
cent. For both English and 
American authorities, the word 
was pronounced “selt-Celt” 
universaliy during the late 
1800s and early 1900s;,see En: 


$ 


glish lexicographers John Craig 
(1849) and Benjamin 
Humphrey Smart (1836); 
American Noah Webster 
(1828). Webster’s, American 
College, and Funk & Wagnalls 
dictionaries up through the 
1950s universally used “selt- 
Celt” as the preferred or only 
pronunciation. The dominant 
American grammar authority 
John Opdycke in 1939 wrote “ 
‘Celtic’ may also be spelt 
‘Keltic’, and the two forms are 
accordingly pronounced ‘sell- 
tik’ and “keU-tik’...” The Ox- 
ford English Dictionary in 1928 
sanctioned only “selt-Celt” and 
“seltic-Celtic”. The giant 
among English usage authori- 
ties, H. W. Fowler, wrote in 
1926 “The spelling C- & the 
pronunciation s-, are the estab- 
lished ones, & no useful pur- 
pose seems to be served by the 
substitution ofk-.” In 1999 
Charles Elster, the dominant — 
Amenican authority in orthoepy — 
(proper pronunciation of 
words) held firmly with “selt- 
Celt,” describing “kelt-Celt” as _ 
a “beastly mispronunciation.” 

; The “kelt-Celt” heresy 
arose in England after the 
1950s and spread throughout 
the rest of Britain and in the last 
couple of decades into the 
United States as well. In 1989 
the Oxford English Dictionary 
finally recognized the “kelt- 
Celt” pronunciation, although 
still listing “selt-Celt” as pre- 
ferred. It is now fashionable to 


_ hear “kelt-Celt” at Scottish 
- Games in the United States; in- 


deed, I am sometimes viewed 
as illiterate when I adhere to the 
orthoepically and historicaliy 
correct “selt-Celt.” Interest- 
ingly, the Glasgow Celtic foot- 
ball team (which means rugby, 
not American football) is still 
called the “selticks.” 

There are those who will 
point to the Greek origin and 


_ claim that accuracy requires us 


to violate the rule of English 
pronunciation and recast the 
word as “kelt-Celt”. There is 
the attendant requirement, for 
consistency, to do so with ail 
English words that derive ulti- 
mately from Greek. Thus, those

With the exception of “Happy Birthday,” it 
is probably the most recognizable song in the 
English-speaking world. But every December 31, 
when millions raise their glass, link arms, and toast 
the New Year, few will actually know the words to 
“Auld Lang Syne.” Fewer still are familiar with its 
colorful author. 

“Auld Lang Syne” was first published in 
1796, and researchers think at least half of the verses 
were written by Robert Burns. The son of a tenant 
farmer, Burns never claimed full credit for the song, 
confessing that he transcribed part of it “from an old 
man’s singing.” Literary historians continue to debate 
whether Burns is Scotland’s greatest poet, but all 
agree he was the most romantic and sentimental. 

The phrase auld lang syne means “from long 
ago.” Like many of Burns’s works, the song 
celebrates long remembered friendships and loves, 


4 the joys of the past, and, of course, imbibing in the 


“cup of kindness.” 

“Auld Lang Syne” was one of more than one 
thousand poems and songs that Burns authored 
during his short life of thirty-seven years. His works 
have been translated into more languages than any 
other poet, except Shakespeare. 

Many of Burns’s phrases have become part 
of our common expression. How often, while reading 
the moming paper, have we pondered “man’s 
inhumanity to man,” or resigned ourselves to the 
truth that that “no man can tether time or tide,” or 
steeled ourselves with the resolve to “do or die”? 

Burns toiled most of his life as a tenant 
farmer and tax collector. In 1786, however, he 
published a volume titled Poems, Chiefly in the 
Scottish Dialect. It was an immediate success, hailed 
by simple country folk and sophisticated critics alike. 
Flushed with his sudden fame, the twenty-six-year- 
old Burns set out for Edinburgh, where he was 
celebrated by the city’s elite. 

Burns’s songs and ballads provide earthy 
accounts of eating, drinking, and carousing. The poet 
was a literal romantic who constantly crossed the 
bounds of acceptable behavior. He fathered fifteen 
children, six out of wedlock. To his credit, though, 


the “Ploughman Poet” accepted paternal 
responsibility for all of his children, and he provided 
them with financial support. 


Burns described himself as a “miserable 
dupe to love.” He added that “God knows I am no 
saint. I have a whole host of follies and sins to 
answer for.” Yet people loved him despite his 
excesses. His lover and later wife, Jean Armour, once 
lamented, “Poor Rob — he should have two wives.” 

Women forgave Burns’s wandering eye in 
part because he was so charming and affectionate. A 
Scottish woman declared that “no man’s conversation 
ever carried her so off her feet” as that of Burns. He 
showered women with poetry, songs, and soul-baring

letters. He relished their company, once announcing 
that the “sweetest hours that e’er I spent are among 
the lasses.” 

In 1789 Burns secured a post as a tax 
collector and moved to Dumfries in 1791, where he 
lived until his death. He produced the bulk of his 
poetry during the final twelve years of his life. Some 
of his detractors claimed the poet died of venereal 
disease, but most scholars believe he died of heart 
disease exacerbated by the hard manual labor he 
undertook as a youth. More than ten thousand people 
clogged the streets of Dumfries to mourn Burns’s 
death. His popularity has grown ever since. 

So this New Year’s Eve, as you are toasting 
the coming year, raise a glass to Robert Burns and 
learn the words to “Auld Lang Syne.” You will 
impress your friends. 


Should old acquaintance be forgot, 
And never brought to mind? 
Should auld acquaintance be forgot, 
And auld lang syne? 


For auld lang syne, my dear, 
For auld lang syne, 
We'll take a cup o’ kindness yet, 
For auld lang syne!

A new language 
emerges in the 
United Kingdom 


When someone mentions _ 


the word Celtic, what do you 
think of in terms of geographic 
places? Most will say Ireland 
or Scotland. Actually there are 
seven Celtic nations today har- 
boring the remnants and ances- 
tors of the once mighty Celtic 
race. 

At their peak the Celts 
dominated most of Europe (ex- 
cept for Scandinavian) and 
countries as far east as mod- 
em-day Turkey. In addition to 
Scotland and Ireland, there is 
the Isle of Man, Wales, 
Cornwall in Southwest En- 
gland, Brittany in Northwest 
France, and Galicia in North- 
west Spain. : 

The language in each “na- 
tion” :is a form of Gaelic, 


somewhat archaic and removed - 


from the typical Gaelic of Scot- 
land and Ireland. In recent 
years, there has been a resur- 
gence of ancient Celtic tongue 
around the British Isles. Based 
on the research, Britain is 
about to get a new official lan- 
guage. It dates back to the 9th 
century and is hundreds of 
years older than Modern En- 
glish. What language am I re- 
ferring to? Cornish. 

Don’t hold your breath if 
you are expecting bilingual 
road signs around Southwest 
England, as is the case in Wales. 
Rather, public bodies will have 
to protect and promote the use 
of Cornish. It will be illegal 
for them to discriminate against 
Cornish speakers and they will 
have a duty not to suppress the 
language. 

Its new status is not yet 
official but St. Ives MP An- 
drew George says he has been 
given the governmental nod 
and an announcement is forth- 
coming. 





What is “FSA Scot?” 


Have you ever read a program or a list of people 
and seen the title “FSA Scot” after a person’s name? 
If so, have you wondered, as I have, just exactly what 
these initials stand for? What is the significance? 

The Society of Antiquaries of Scotland was founded 
in 1780 and it was incorporated by Royal Charter in 
1783. It is the second oldest antiquarian society in 
Britain. Its purpose is “The study of the Antiquities 
and History of Scotland, more especially by means of 
archaeological research.” The Society is concerned 
with every aspect of the human past in Scotland. 

Members of the Society of Antiquaries of Scotland 
are known as Fellows of the Society, and there are cur- 
rently some 3,000 Fellows around the world. The So- 
ciety is open to anyone with an interest in the history 
and archaeology of Scotland, and membership is by 
election, held annually on St. Andrews Day.

to buy some “kedar” lumber - 
as both “center” and “cedar” 
derive from Greek words - or 
change the spelling to “Kelt” to 
conform to English rules.

they have all but exhausted 
their options for tracking Na- 
tive-Americans. 

Those of you of African 
descent who are trying to trace 
an Indian connection should 
also be aware of another book 
pertinent to your efforts: Black 
Indian Genealogy Research— 
African-American Ancestors 
Among the Five Civilized 
Tribes by Angela Y. Walton- 
Raji. Unlike Rachal Lennon, 
Ms. Walton-Raji focuses pri- 
marily on the “post-removal” 
period in Southeastern Indian 
history—that is, the period 
from about the 1840s to the 
early 20th century when the 
Five Civilized Tribes were 
struggling to survive in the 
western territories. As bizzare 
as it may sound, some of these 
people took their slaves with 
them on “the trail of tears.” 

As one example, Ms. 
Walton-Raji cites the 
Choctaws, who “began pur- 
chasing large numbers*f black 


_ slaves” prior to removal and 


subsequently developed vari- 


ous customs regarding their 
control and treatment. By the 
1850s, following removal, 
“one can find articles [in a bi- 
lingual Choctaw newspaper] 
pertaining to the practice of 
slavery and the value of sla- 
very to the tribe. It was also 
common to find in this paper a

~ Choctaw nation.” 


The Civil War obviously 
changed all of this, not just for 
white plantation owners in the 
South but for Indian slave- 
holders in the West. Ms.

many of them faced trying to 
gain legal parity with Native 
Americans. Blacks with Indian 
blood were especially op- 
pressed. To claim government 
benefits, former Indian slaves 
had to differentiate themselves 
from freed Southern blacks by

Century Swords Found in Ire- 
land”, by GA. Hayes-McCoy, 
MA., Ph.D. 
The author discusses two 
ake types of swords that 
were used in Ireland by the Irish 
_and their allies, the Scots, in the 
16th century. The first weapon 
is the claymor and he decidedly 
Says it is a two handed weapon 
and properly named so. The 
claymors found in Ireland have 
most of the characteristics of 
the Scottish claymors and were 
probably brought to Ireland by 
-galloglasses or Scots mercenar- 
ies to serve in the Irish wars. 
_ Several claymors have 
been found in Ireland and are 
in museums throughout the 
country but only two will be 
‘discussed here. The first has 
-the typical claymor design with 
a blade 361/2” inches long and 
2 inches wide. The quillons are 
6 inches long slant down from 
the blade and are flattened at 
the end into a spoon like shape. 
The pommel is missing but 
there is an interesting mark on 
the blade, that of a rampart lion 
within a shield-shaped enclo- 
sure. It is believed to be a Ger- 
‘man mark. Most blades were 
imade on the continent and 
‘brought to isles where hilts 
were added. 
The second claymor dis- 
cussed is the Clontarf sword, 
iso called because it is in 
(Clontarf Castle. This sword is 
an excellent example of a 
claymor with quatrefoil quillon 
ferminals. The hilt is several 
inches longer than the 
tlaymors we see most often. 
The pommel is a ring covered 
} with plates on either side 
shaped so as to project. The 
‘blade has 5 distinct marks, (1) 
‘the running wolf used in the 
16th century by German 
|\bladesmiths. (2) An orb and 
(cross repeated 4 times, also a 
(German mark. (3) A mark 1e- 


















bladesmith Sebastian 
Hernandez. (4) A mark resem- 
bling an inverted V and 
crowned said to be used in 
Genoa or Lucca but copied by 
the Germans. (5) A mark re- 
sembling the letter S, a mark 
like this appears on German 
and Italian swords of the 16" 
and 17 centuries. It appears 
the Clontarf claymor blade is 
German with additional marks 
to make its pedigree more im- 
pressive. The pommel shows 
traces of bronze, which shows 
the pommel was originally 
plated with that metal. 

Another sword appears on 
gravestones in Ireland that are 
one-handed claymors. They 
are called claymors because of 
the downward slant of the 
quillons. The author seems to 
think the one handed sword 
was the forerunner of the two 
handed swords. Again these 
swords may be associated with 
Scots warriors in that area as 
gravestones such as these ap- 
pear all over Scotland. 

The second type of sword 
is, according to the evidence; 
a native Irish weapon as noth- 
ing quite like it seems to have 
existed outside Ireland. It is a 
sword with a_ straight, 
doubled-edged and moderately 
broad blade and having as its 
distinctive features quillons 
with flattened ends, fan shaped 
or occasionally slotted. The 
pommel is of an open ring 
crossed on a diameter by the 
end of the tang. It is a single- 
handed weapon and only two are 
known to exist and they are in 
the National Museum of Ireland. 

Swords with open ring 
pommels are shown borne on 
Irishmen by drawings made in 
the early to late 16" century. 
The blades are imported from 
the continent but the fully as- 
sembled weapon must be con- 
sidered as native to Ireland. 

Another sword found in 
Ireland is of the length of the 
Continental Zweihander or 
two-handed sword. The blade 
‘is longer than the Scottish 
claymor and resembles the 
Scottish lowlander sword. This 
sword is unique in that it has a 
double pomme! and the quillons 
are not slanted but lay on the 





same axis. It also has two ring 
guards on either side of the hilt. 

I have just touched on the 
weapons used by the Irish in 
the 16™ century. 

The Irish have had to fight 
the Viking, Norsemen, English, 
Scots, and wars between 
themselves and as result weap- 
ons from all these enemies have 
been found and placed in mu- 
seums in Ireland and it is rea- 
sonable to assume they used 
the captured weapons picked 
up on the battle field. In may 
cases they had fought with 
sharpen sticks and tools of 
work such as the pitchfork. 

Giraldus Cambrensis 


wrote in the 12“ century about 
the Irish, “They go into battle 
without armour, considering it 
a burden and esteeming it 
brave to fight without it. They 
are armed with three kinds of 
weapons: short spears, light

darts, and heavy battle-axes of 
iron, exceedingly well wrought 


and tempered. These are bor- 
rowed from the Norwegians. 
In striking with the battle-axe 
they use only one hand, instead 
of both. When all other weap- 
ons fail, they hurl stones 
against the enemy. In riding, 
they use neither saddles nor 
boots, nor spurs, but carry 
only a rod in their hand with 
which they urge forward their 
horses”. 

Giraldus went on to de- 
scribe the dress of the Irish and 
he considered them truly bar- 
barous. The truth is the Irish 
were as well armed as the en- 
emies that invaded their land 
and fought furiously for their 
freedom. In battle the Irish 
could stand up to almost any- 
thing except overwhelming 
numbers.

Euro stamps are now required 
for the Deutsche Post 

If you have left over from 
years past any German stamps 
that specify their value in Ger- 
man pfennigs, you should know 
that since July 1, 2002, they are 
no longer valid. Now, only let- 
ters, postcards and parcels with 
stamps that bear the value in 
euro or cents will be transported 
by the German postal service 
Deutsche Post. 

Stamps that specify both cur- 
rencies can still be used. The 
deadline for exchanging for 
free the older stamps (desig- 
nated by marks or pfennigs) at 
Deutsche Post branches passed 
on September 30. Old deutsche 
mark stamps are best kept for 
nostalgia’s sake.

13th August 2001 

The difference between 
clans, families and septs is the 
source of many questions as 
is the question phrased in one 
way or another, which asks, 
“to which clan do I belong”. 
There are many definitions of 
clans and families as there are 
people, but this article will try 
to indicate how these matters 
are viewed in the Lyon Court. 

It should first be 
recognised that a clan or fam- 
ily is a legally recognised group 
in Scotland, which has a cor- 
porate identity in the same way 
that a company, club or part- 
nership has a corporate iden- 
tity in law. A clan or family is a 
*’noble incorporation” because 
it has an officially recognised 
chief or head who being a 
nobleman of Scotland confers 
his noble status on the clan or 
family, thus making it a legally 
and statutorily recognised 
noble corporation often called 
“the Honourable Clan...” A 
name group, which does not 
have a chief, has no official 
position in the law of Scotland. 
The chiefs Seal of Amms, in- 
corporated by the Lord Lyon’s 
letters Patent, is the seal of the 
corporation, like a company 


- seal, but only the chief is em- 


powered by law to seal impor- 
tant documents on behalf of 
his clan. A clan as a noble in- 
corporation is recognised as 
the chief’s heritable property - 
he owns it in law and is re- 
sponsible for its administration 
and development. 


So far the words clan and 
family have been used inter- 
changeably in this article and 
this is the position. There is 
now a belief that clans are 
Highland and families are Low- 
land but this is really a devel- 
opment of the Victorian era. In 
an Act of Parliament of 1597 
we have the description of the 
“Chiftanis and chieffis of all 
clannis...duelland in the 
hielands or bordouris” thus 
using the word clan to describe 
both Highland and Lowland 
families. Further, Sir George 
MacKenzie of Rosehaugh, the 
Lord Advocate (Attorney Gen- 
eral) writing in 1680 said “By 
the term ‘chief’ we call the 
representative of the family 
from the word chef or head 
and in the Irish (Gaelic) with 
us the chief of the family is 
called the head of the clan’’. 
So it can be seen that all along 
the words chief or head and 
clan or family are interchange- 
able. It is therefore quite cor- 
rect to talk of the MacDonald 
family or the Stirling clan, al- 
though modern conventions 
would probably dictate that it 
was the MacDonald clan and 
Stirling family. The Lyon Court 
usually describes the chief of 
a clan or family as either the 
*? Chief of the Name and Arms” 
or as “Chief of the Honourable 
Clan - -” 

Who belongs to what clan 
is of course, a matter of much 
difficulty, particularly today 
when the concept of clan is 
worldwide. Historically, in 
Scotland a chief was chief of 
“the cuntrie”. He was chief of 
his clan territory and the per- 
sons who lived therein, al- 
though certain of his immedi- 
ate family, would owe him al- 
legiance wherever they were 
living. The majority of his fol- 
lowers and in particular his 
battle relatively to a

neighbouring chief, they would 
switch their allegiance to the 
other chief. Thus we find that 
when Lord Lovat took over a 
neighbouring glen to his clan 
territory for the donation of a 
boll of meal to each family, the 
family was persuaded to 
change their name to Fraser 
and owe him allegiance - to 
this day they are called the “boll 
meal Frasers”. Another ex- 
ample is a migration of a fam- 
ily of the Macleans from the 
West Coast to near Inverness 
and on moving to Inverness 
they changed their allegiance 
from the Maclean chief to the 
chiefs of the Clan Chattan. 
Thus the Macleans of 
Dochgarroch and their descen- 
dants and dependants are prop- 
erly members of the Clan 
Chattan and not members of 
the Clan Maclean even though 
they bear a common surname. 

A chief was also entitled 
to add to his clan by the adop- 
tion of families or groups of 
families to membership of his 
clan, a good example being the 
“boll meal Frasers”. Equally, a 
chief has and had the power 
to expel or exclude particular 
persons from membership of 
his clan and this included blood 
members of his family. It was 
his legal right to outlaw cer- 
tain persons from his clan. 
This is accepted in the mod- 
ern sense to mean that a chief 
is empowered to accept any- 
one he wishes to be a member 
of his clan or decree that his 


~ clan membership shall be lim- 


ited to particular groups or 
names of people. All persons 
who bear the chief’s surname 
are deemed to be members of 
his clan. Equally, it is generally 


accepted that someone who - 


determines to offer their alle- 
giance to the chief shall be 
recognised as a member of that 
clan unless the chief has de- 
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creed that he will not accept 
such a person’s allegiance, 
Thus, if a person offers his al- 
legiance to a particular chief by 
joining his clan society or by 
wearing his tartan, he can be 
deemed to have elected to join 
that particular clan and should 
be viewed as a member of that 
clan unless the chief particu- 
larly states that he or his name 
group are not to be allowed to 
join the clan. 

It should also be said that 
the various Sept lists, which 
are published in the various 


waning of his power. Thus a 
particular name living on the 
boundaries of a clan’s territory 
would find that while the chiefs 
power was on the up they 
would owe him allegiance but 
- if his power declined retro- 
spectively at some arbitrary’ 
date which the compiler of the 
list has selected. Often the 
names are Scotland-wide and 
so it is difficult to say that par- 
ticular name belongs to a par- 
ticular clan. Often surnames 
are shown as sale being 
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@ans and Tartan books, have 


‘no official authority. They 


merely represent some 
person’s, (usually in the Vic- 
torian eras) views of which 
name groups were in a particu- 
lar clan’s territory. Thus we 
find members of a clan de- 
scribed, as being persons ow- 
ing allegiance to their chief “be 
pretence of blud or place of 
thare duelling”. In addition to 
blood members of the clan, 
certain families have a tradition 
(even if the tradition can with 
the aid of modern records be 
shown to be wrong) descent 
from a particular clan chief. 
They are, of course, still 
recognised as being members 
of the clan. 

Historically, the concept of 
“clan territory” also gives rise 
to difficulty, particularly as 
certain names or Septs claim 
allegiance to a particular chief, 
because they come from his 
territory. The extent of the ter- 
ritory of any particular chief 
varied from time to time de- 
pending on the waxing and

members of a number of 
clans, and this is because a 
number of that name has been 
found in each different clan’s 
territory. Generally speaking, if 
a person has a particular sept 
name which can he attributed 
to a number of clans, either 
they should determine from 
what part of Scotland their 
family originally came and owe 
allegiance to the clan of that 
area or, alternatively, if they do 
not know where they came 
from, they should perhaps owe 
allegiance to the clan to which 
their family had traditionally 
owed allegiance. Alternatively, 
they may offer their allegiance 
to any of the particular named 
clans in the hope that the chief 
will accept them as a member 
of his clan. Equally, as has al- 
ready been said, with the varia- 
tions from time to time of par- 
ticular chiefly territories, it can 
be said that at one particular 
era some names were mem- 
bers of or owed allegiance to a 
particular chief while a century

Dear Editor, 

Enclosed is a clipping from 
a recent Family Tree warning 
about film damage in checked 
through luggage. This article 
refers to information in 1999 
issues of Popular Photogra- 
phy Magazine. The photo- 
copies enclosed are from the 
more recent 2002 August is- 
sue of the same publication 
(For a copy of the article re- 
ferred to please send a SASE 
to Film Travel Tips, The Fam- 
ily Tree, PO Box 2828, 
Moultrie, GA 31776-2828. 

There are several points 
worth noting about film trans- 
portation in this article. The 
use of lead containers to pro- 
tect film is defeated by the in- 
crease in power by the X-ray 
machines to penetrate the lead. 
Film (without lead shield) with 
ISO. of 1000 or lower passes 
unharmed through the security 
conveyor belts for X-ray scan- 
ning whether once or twenty 
times . 





_ The bottom line is that ex- 
posed film of genealogical im- 
portance whether of docu- 
ments, tombstones, family pic- 
tures, landscapes, etc. can be 
transported safely through air- 
port security systems in hand- 
carried luggage.

the genealogy collections of the 
Fort Wayne (Indiana) Public 
Library, Ellen Rowan Taylor 
came across two nearly iden- 
tical petitions that some of them 
had signed. She found their 
names among those of some 
800 Presbyterian settlers in 
Orange, Anson, and Rowan 
counties who asked for relief 
from the payment of tithes to 
support the Established 
Church. These North Caro- 
lina petitions of 1758 or 1759 
are obviously of great interest 
to anyone searching for 
Scotch-Irish ancestors on the 
Carolina frontier, but they also 
tell us a great deal about all our 
Scotch-Irish forebears. 

The petitioners drew atten- 
tion to their situation on the 
frontier, “exposed to great and 
eminent dangers of ye French 
enemy & ye Cruel Savage 
Bloodthirsty Indians in their in- 
terest.”” This was bad enough, 
but North Carolina had lately 
created parishes of the Church 
of England coterminous with 
each of the frontier counties 
and “our Governors instruc- 
tions are to procure & fix a 
clergy man of the Established 
Church in every parish.” This 
act was passed by the legisla- 
ture in 1758, so the petitions 
were probably drawn up later 
that year or early in 1759. 

They explained that they 
were “Mostly originally from 
the North of Ireland trained 
brought up under Presbyterian 
Church Government & we & 
our forefathers have mostly 
resided sometime in ye North- 


ern Province of Pennsylvania | 


Jersey & New York.” There 


they did not have to pay for | 


“any clergy save our own” and 
had hoped to “enjoy like free- 
dom” in North Carolina. 

This Scotch-Irish Presby- 
terian migration from the North 
had resulted in “ten large con- 
gregations settled in so many 
bodies together” within the 
three frontier counties. Sadly, 
all of them “are yet destitute 


of the ordinances of the Gos- 
pel, Our ministers being dis- 
couraged from settling here.” 
The people of these counties 
were nearly all Dissenters from 
the Church of England, since 
they were mostly Presbyteri- 
ans, and did not want to be 
taxed to support a minister of 
another denomination. Pay- 
ment of tithes for the minis- 
ters of the Established Church 
was also a grievance for Pres- 
byterians in Ulster. 

This stand was typical of 
the Scotch-Irish. In his recent 
book, The People With No 
Name, Patrick Griffin of Ohio 
University wrote that on both 
sides of the ocean, “Ulster’s 
men and women drew on many 
aspects of a Reformed Prot- 
estant heritage, demonstrating 
a great capacity for reshaping 
older traditions to address their 
immediate needs,” and, “at 
moments when the group con- 
fronted threats to life, liberty, 
and property, Ulster’s Pres- 
byterians asserted their nights 
as freeborn Britons to full par- 
ticipation in the state and em- 
pire, even as others sought to 
curtail them.” 

They had other reasons for 
not wanting to pay tithes. 
Coming to America was 
costly, as was migration from 
one colony to another. They 
said they had been “brought 
low by spending a great part 
of our small estates in lately 
transporting ourselves & fami- 
lies & settling an uncultivated 
wilderness.” It was not easy 
to recover their investment on 
the frontier. Many of them 
found themselves “three hun-

dred miles from market” for 
their surplus livestock and pro- 
duce. A _ long-continued 
drought withered their crops 
and “a famine of grain hath left 
our families & cattle in a very 
suffering condition.” More- 
over, they had to pay “a heavy 
tax & levy to support the im- 
pending war” with the Chero- 
kee Nation. 

Under these circum- 
stances, they said, Scotch-Irish 
settlers pressed on to South 
Carolina and Georgia. But this 
could be remedied “if new set- 
tlers might be indulged or ex- 
empted from paying Quit Rents 
[land tax] for a number of 
years especially such as have 
been driven off from ye fron- 
tiers of other places & who 
have suffered great damage & 
are reduced by the enemy.” 

The author of the petitions 
is not identified. One theory is 
that the Rev. Richard Sankey 
wrote both petitions. He had 
been the pastor of a Presbyte-

rian Church in Hanover Town- 
ship, Lancaster [now Dauphin] 
County, Pennsylvania. His 
church was located near 
Manada Gap used by Indian 
raiders to reach exposed fron- 
tier settlements and in 1758 
Sankey and many of his pa- 
rishioners moved to the rela- 
tive safety of North Carolina. 
Pastor and people moved again 
the following year to Prince 
Edward County, Virginia. His 
migrations would fit the situa- 
tion described in the petitions. 

Whoever wrote it, some- 
one took it to all ten of the cen- 


ters of Scotch-Irish settlement 
that the petitions identified as 
congregations without pastors. 
It took considerable organiza- 
tion to garner 800 signatures 
in the backcountry. 
Governor Arthur Dobbs 
and the North Carolina legisla- 
ture had received many com- 
plaints about the administration 
of the Granville District and 
had launched a full-scale inves-

tigation in 1759. Under these 
circumstances the two peti- 
tions would have a favorable 
hearing. Governor Dobbs or 
some other official may have 
made sure they were for- 
warded to London or 
Granville’s own agents may 
have taken on this task since 
they were not criticized in any 
way in the petitions. 

The original petitions, di- 
rected to King George II and 
to Lord Granville, on whose 
lands most of them had settled, 
were of course taken to En- 
gland. They are still there in 
the family papers of the Mar- 
quess of Bath at Longleat. The 
North Carolina Division of Ar- 
chives and History had the pe- 
titions, along with other docu- 
ments relating to the Granville 
Proprietary, microfilmed and a 
researcher in the State Archives 
in Raleigh can read this micro- 
copy of the original.

One of our Special Guests 
for Braveheart Scottish Week- 
end 2003 is a descendant of 
the 16" Chief of the Clan Mack- 
intosh in the Highlands of 
Invernesshire, Scotland. 
Chinnubbie McIntosh’s Scot- 
tish ancestors arrived in the 
United States to serve as pro- 
tectors and buffers between 
the Spanish Forces in Florida 
and Governor Oglethorpes’ 
colony of Georgia.

This tartan was designed 
by Chinnubbie’s father, Chief 
“Dode” McIntosh in the 1960s 
and was registered in 1973.

Alexander McCord sent an 
e-mail to help clear up the mys- 
tery of the small “alcoves” 
along the stairway at Neidpath 
Castle that I had. mentioned in 
my last article.

the British. The town of 
Annan, which sits very near the 
border of England, was ravaged 
by the English in revenge after 
Robert left to take on the Scot’s 
fight for independence (with 
William Wallace becoming a 
folk hero) taking these men to 
Carrick in the western Low- 
lands. Robert the Bruce was 
the Lord of Annandale (the title 
Earl of Annandale was given to 
the Johnstones at a later date) 
and Earl of Carrick, a neigh- 
boring district in the Lowlands 
of Scotland. He was a 
Lowlander and not affiliated 
with a Highland clan at all. 
Annandale is in the south- 
western corner of Scotland, in 
the counties of Dumfries and 
Ayrshire. It is actually below 
what is known as the southern 
uplands and encompasses the 
borders of Scotland and En- 
gland. The area is quite hilly, 
but because of the Nith, the

many less known rivers and 
lochs, it is good pasture and 
farming land. Like the area 
around Neidpath Castle on the 
River Tweed, limestone and red 
sandstone were mined here as 
well as coal and lead ores. At 
the northern tip of the 
Annandale area is the town of 
Moffat, a sheep herding area 
with springs where Robert 
‘Burns came to ‘take the wa- 
ters’. Just to the north of 
Moffat is a hollow between 
four mountains. Here the Mar- 
quis of Annandale hid stolen 
cattle. This area is now known 
as the Devil’s Beef Tub. Within 
this area is the place called 
Bruce’s Cave where legend has 
it that a spider spun a web over 
the opening thus saving 
Robert’s life and causing him 
later to persevere against the 
English even when the odds 
were against him.

We have all lost a dear 
friend in Steve Avery 1938-2002 


An American politician who did very much to put Scotland 
on the map in the United States has died. Steve Avery, who 
was 64, was preparing for the annual dinner of the St. Andrews 
Society of New Hampshire, when he collapsed. 

Steve, a member of the Clan Brodie, once ran a restaurant 
named Deacon Brodic’s Tavern, after the Pub of the same name in 
Edinburgh. But he was best known for his powerful role in pro- 
moting the New Hampshire Highland Games, one of the most suc- 
cessful in North America. As Executive Commissioner he expanded 
the Games into a full three day event and m 1997, his last year in 
that role, added the New Hampshire International Tattoo. 

He was a Republican member of the New Hampshire House 
of Representatives and was running for his seventh term at the 
time of his death. 

David Christic, a former SDA executive in the USA , said, 
“Steve Avery was one of a kind; larger than life, and combative 
in the best Scottish sense of the word.” David added, “He 
dreamed of the day when a Scottish Cultural Center might be 
built in New Hampshire which would be the first of its type in 
North America. Progress toward that goal is being made, and 
hopefully his dream will come to pass.” 

Steve, of Dublin, New Hampshire, is survived by his wife 
Ellen and two daughters. 
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Harry Duggan de Buys, 
Jr., passed away on the eigh- 
teenth’of August 2002. Harry 
was a long time member of 
COS (Clans of Scotland), who 
remained active until just be- 
fore his death. A frequent visi- 
tor to the COS tent at local 
games, Harry contributed to 
genealogical discussions and 
provided much of his research 
experiences as articles for The 
Piper.
